ONLY PRINTSHOP 
OF KIND IN U. S. 


Text Hooks For Mind Weigh Fif­ 
teen Pounds. Government 
is Customer. 


HANOVER CLUB ORGANIZES 
Louisville, Ky., Jan. IO—Louisville 
has a printshop such as is found no­ 
where else in the United States. 
Its 
books for elementary grades weigh 
fifteen pounds; its type setting ma­ 
chines have only six keys as compared 
with the 90-odd combinations possible 
in the average type setting machine, 
and a hammer and nail punch are the 
tools of the proof reader. 
Miss Su­ 
san B. Merwin, superintendent, says 
all this is 
true, 
and she 
probably 
knows. 
The publishing ’house with 
these 
queer devices is the American Print­ 
ing House for the Blind, and because 
of its publications thousands of blind 
persons read 
what otherwise W’ould 
not be available to them . 
The Federal government pays the 
house $50,000 annually, and for this 
amount 
books are 
provided for 
56 
schools for the blind throughout the 
country. 
As an indication of the 
volume of work put out by the House, 
the 
report for 
the last fiscal 
year 
show’s that 3,489,786 pages of printed 
matter and 12,580 bound volumes were 
produced, and in addition, 4,211 pham- 
plets and 1,044 copies of musical se­ 
lections were printed. 
The type setting machines have only 
six keys because the alphabet for the 
blind comprises 
six points or 
dots, 
with each 
letter consisting of 
from 
one to six dots, in different combina­ 
tions. 
Sheet brass is used in the machines, 
the words being punched in the metal. 
The plates go from the machines to 
the proof reader, who removes all mis­ 
takes writh a hammer and a nail punch. 
Plates then are sent to the press 
room, where they are placed on cylin­ 
der presses, which use paper that has 
been immersed in water for 24 hours 
so that the texture will not be tom . 
Lack of a single code complicates 
the work of the establishment. 
Miss 
Merwin says. 
There are three codes 
—the New York Point, the American 
Braille and the revised Braille. 
Type 
of all these systems is used at the 
plant.

When I got all the figures 
bef ole me I couldn’t add them tip. 
In the bureau * of internal revenue 
they loaned me a machine and an 
operator, and so I know und can tell 
you that from 1894 to and through 
1919 the War Department actually dis- 
bursed $2S,002Ji80,008.Hf>. 
In the same 
period the Navy Department spent 
$6,907,309,032.84; and pensioners of 
pu*l wars got $5 <134,079,094.28. 
That is u thundering total of $29,* 
909,759,041.49 for Hie army and navy 
alone, leaving out of account the 
$5,<134,079,094.23 for pensions. 
I will lei you deride whether any 
part of the twenty-nine billion dollar! 
spent for preparedness and for war 
prevented our going to war or found 
us prepared whoa we went to war. 
The three items I have enumerated 
are only ribs of the skeleton of the 
cost of war preparation and activity. 
I have not been able to excavate any 
other detail figures. 
But it is known 
that the war of 1812 cost u I tout $133,- 
703,SSO. 
The Cost of the Mexican war is esti­ 
mated to have been $63,665,021. 
The total cost of the Civil war, tak­ 
ing the period from June 30, 1801, to 
June IU), 1806, may he figured closely 
at $3,500,<HJO,OOO, 
The treasury in the winter of 1920- 
21 estimated in a report sent to con­ 
gress through the secretary that the 
cost of the World war to us to that 
date had been $24,100,000,000, exclu­ 
sive of our loans to the allies aud 
other foreign nations.
